Truman's domeatic anti-infla- 
tion program contained 10 basic 
Points on which he asked imme- 
diate action by Congress. 

The President asked for the au- 
thority to put price ceilings only 
on selective cost-of-livi items 
such as food, clothing and fuel. 

He asked for rationing author- 
ity over the same items as “a pre- 
paredness measure ,,. on a high- 
ly selective basis.” 

Then he pointed out that if the 
Government imposed price ceil- 
ings, “in all fairness” it should 
have the right to prevent wage in-

Truman coupled his call for a 
stringent anti-inflation action with 
a formal request for $597,000,000 
of stop-gap aid to France, Italy 
and Austria during the next four

Truman appeared in person be- 
fore a joint session of the House 
and Senate in the House chamber. 
It was his fifth appearance be- 
fore Congress since he became 
President April 12, 1945,

chamber to hear Truman. The 
30-minute speech was broadcast by 
all major radio networks and was 
televised.

Another effective weapon 
against inflation is:increased sav- 
ings by the public.

The measures which I have al- 
ready discussed will, when taken 
together, aid substantially in re- 
lieving inflationary pressures. For 
large segments of the economy, 
they should be adequate to meet 
the requirements of the present 
situation. Howeverhere are lim- 
ited areas of acute danger in 
which these measure# cannot be 
regarded as guaranteeing ade- 
quate protection.

For example, present forecasts 
indicate that we are likely to have 
léss grain and meat next year 
than we have had this.year.

Even should the shortages of a 
few commodities at the consumer 
level remain serious for a time, 
I believe that the fair distribu- 
tion of such commodities can be 
largely accomplished without con- 
sumer rationing.

It is 
an emergency program which 
should be adopted to protect’ our 
standard of living for the imme- 
diate present and to make pos- 
sible economic security in the fu- 
ture, 


Must Also Plan for Future. 


But a program designed to meet 
a crisis cannot by itself be a pro- 
gram designed to build for the 
future. We must also make plans 
to prevent future difficulty of the 
same nature. 

Our long-range programs must 
stress ever-increasing production. 

To accomplish this for agricul- 
ture, we need a comprehensive 
farm program. Wegshall need 
programs to increase the use of 
farm products by in@ustry and 
consumers in this country when 
other countries become more near- 
ly self-sufficient. Long-range na- 
tional measures will be needed to 
protect the farm population 
against ruinous deflation in farm 
production and prices. 

To expand industrial output, we 
need a long-range program to 
‘overcome basic shortages in ca- 
pacity and equipment. To provide 
markets for increased output of 
farm and factory, we shall need 
long-range programs to raise the 
standard of living, particularly for 
families of low income.

The President entered the 
packed House chamber promptly 
at 1:30 p.m, (12:30 St. Louls time), 
walking briskly up the center aisle 
with a black loose-leaf notebook 
tucked beneath his left arm. He 
had been preceded a few minutes 
earlier by members of the Senate, 
his Cabinet, and Ambassadors and 
ministers of foreign countries. 

His entry was greeted with pro- 
longed, standing applause, in 
which were mixed cries of “bravo” 


and “hurrah.” Secretary of State 
Marshall, somberly attired and 
looking weary and worried, was 


the first. of the Cabinet members 
to stop clapping, but as the ap- 
Plause showed no signs of dimin- 
ishing he resumed his handwork. 
Postmaster General Hannegan, 
pale from a recent illness, * held 
his hands chest-high and applaud- 
ed most heartily of all the Cabinet 
members. 
Taft Muffles Coughs. 

As the President mounted the 
rostrum, opened his notebook and 
bégan reading, -Senator Taft, 
G.O.P. presidential aspirant, be- 
gan coughing. With visible em- 
barrassment he quickly drew a 
white handkerchief from his 
pocket and muffled the assorted 
gurgles and splutters, which for- 
tunately did not come at any point 
in Truman’s speech which could 
possible be given political signif- 
icance. 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
seemed the only Cabinet member. 
member at complete ease. He 
placed his thumbs in his vest 
pockets, tapped his shoes happily 
on the carpet, frequently changed 
positions, For the most part the 
other Cabinet members sat rigidly 
at attention, scarcely moving at 
all. 

Truman read his message with 


feeling. He shook his head from } 


side to side to emphasize a point, 
waved a warning hand in the air 
from time to time as if he were 
flinging his words from his out- 
thrust fingertips. He wore a dark 
gray suit for his first joint ses- 
sion appearance under television. 
The President read his speech 
without haste. There were about 
‘10 typewritten lines to each page 
in his notebook, and his fingers 
often tapped a nervous little 
rhythm as he gripped each end 
of the notebook. 

He often looked up before fin- 
ishing a sentence. Once he re- 
peated a whole sentence for em- 
phasis, nodding his ead with 
great. vigor. It was: “A housewife 
must now spend $10 to y what 
it cost §7 to buy a year and a 
half ago,” His most vigorous mo- 
tions, in fact, came during that 
portion of the speech that dealt 
with the high cost of living, rath- 
er than the section on foreign aid. 

Pounds on Dals. 

When he said that his program 
for controls might appear drastic 
but that he was convinced no 
other approach would be adequate, 
he pounded the dais with his left 
hand, as if to imprint the urgency 
in the wood. When he had fin- 
ished his talk, and once more was 
given a rousing ovation, he brisk-

Presumably he had in mind, for 
one thing, the possibility of a 
wheat crop fzilure next year. 

“With serious shortages, a free 
market works cruel hardships on 
countless families and puts an un- 
bearable pressure on prices,” .he 
said. “I therefore recommend that 
authority be granted ... to ration 
basic cost of living items .. .” 

The President asked Congress 
to act right away to give him 
power to establish these controls. 

“It takes several months to set 
up an organization and make the 
administrative arrangements nec- 
essary to put price control and 
rationing into effect,” the Presi- 
dent reasoned. 

“Thus, the only prudent course 
is to ~--tablish the authority at 
this time so the necessary prepa- 
rations can be started, 

“If we fail to prepare, and dis- 
aster results from our unprepared- 
ness, we will have gambled with 
our national safety—and lost.” 

In asking for the authority for 
wage ceilings, the President said 
he believed there would be “few 
occasions” for imposition of this 
type of control. 

Confident on Wages. 

He said he was confident that 
if living costs could be held in 
reasonable relationship to income, 
“wage adjustments through col- 
lective bargaining will be consist- 
ent with productivity and will 
avoid an inflationary round of 
wage increases.” 

On rents, the President asked 
for extension of controls which 
expire next spring and for correc- 
tion of “weaknesses” in the pres- 
ent law. 

After making his toughest eco- 
nomic recommendations since 
price and wage ceilings were 
abandoned, the President prom- 
ised that even with the new au- 
thority the Government would 
intensify its efforts to obtain vol- 
untary action. 

“Wherever voluntary action will 
do the job there will be no neces- 
sity to impose the Government's 
authority,” he said. “But the very 
existence of these powers should 
have a salutary effect. . 

“They will demonstrate to each 
of our citizens the importance of 
carefully weighing each step that 
might lead to higher prices.” 

Explains Aid Need. 

In explaining the need for stop- 
gap aid to Europe during the next 
four and one-half months, the 
President warned that if western 
Europe collapsed this winter as 
a result of this country's failure 
to bridge the gap between their 
resources and their needs, their 
chances for economic recovery 
would disappear. 

He said that interim aid was 
not the entire solution, but would 
give us time to plan our part in 
the long-range economic recovery 
program. 

He said that if Congress fol- 
lowed adoption of the interim, aid 
program by enactment of the 
long-range Marshall program, the 
House and Senate would have 
“written a noble page in world 
annals.” 

Preceding his economic trecom- 
mendations the President express- 
ed alarm over the rapid expansion 
of consumer credit that has taken 
place since controls exercized by 
the federal reserve system expired 
Nov, 1. 

He said outstanding consumer, 
credit had risen from $6,500,000,- 
000 in 1945 to more than $11,000,- 
000,000 today. jae 

He asked for restoration of 
these controls, along with “some 
restraint” on “inflationary bank 
credit.” 

In calling for the power to im- 
pose ceilings on food, clothing, 
fuel and rent, the President said 
that this legislation should be 
broad enough to authorize price 
ceilings on vital industrial com- 
modities in short supply. 

“This will enable us to stamp 
out profiteering and speculation in 
these important areas,” he said. : 

An Emergency Program, 

The President described his 
plan as an emergency program de- 
signed to protect the American 
standard of living for the imme- 
diate present. ‘ : 

But he said a long-range pro- 
gram of increased production is 
necessary to prevent future eco- 
nomic difficulties, od 

“To accomplish this for agricul- 
ture, we need a comprehensive 
farm program,” he said, saying 
that this program should seek to 
increase the use of farm products 
by industry and consumers when 
other countries become more near- 
ly self-sufficient and to protect 
farmers against ruinous deflation. 

He said there was also need for 
a long-range program to expand 
industrial output. 

“But the first step toward this 
progress in the future is to deal 
with the critical present,” the 
President said. 

He expressed the fear that if 
the price pressure on grain and 
meat became much greater, sharp 
increases in food prices generally 
would result. 

The President said such sharp 
increases “may well set off a 
chain reaction that would spread 
throughout the economy.”

Five hundred AFL meat cutters 
employed in 152 St. Louis chain 
stores and independent markets 


were at work today after voting |. 


unanimously yesterday to defer a 
strike pending further negotia- 
tions of their wage demands. The 
walkout had been set for today. 
At the same meeting, held at 
St. Louis House, 2345 Lafayette 
avenue, 900 meat cutters working 
in smaller markets also voted to 
postpone strike action pending 
continuation of negotiations. The 
action was on advice of union 


officers “in the public interest.” 
The chain store butchers rejected 
a $4-a-week wage offer and will 
continue to seek $10.45 more a 
week, reduced in negotiations from 
$1260. Journeymen meat cutters 
working in chain stores are paid 
$63 for a 45-hour week, with head 
meat cutters getting $69. The 
union, Local 88, requested a 44- 
hour week under a new contract. 
Contracts covering both groups 
of meat cutters expired Saturday 
midnight. Nick M. Blassie, presi- 
dent of Local 88 said the meat 
cutters “definitely will not strike 
without due notice to the public.” 
Chain store meat cutters author- 
ized a strike at a meeting Nov. 9 
and can walk out without a fur- 
ther strike vote. No time limit 
was set for the truce period, but 
Blassie said he expected the issue 
to be settled “one way or the 
other” at a meeting with chain 
store representatives this week. 


A meeting with the small mar- 
ket operators is scheduled for to- 
night at the headquarters of the 
Greater St. Louis Food Dealers’ 
Association in the Paul Brown 
Building. Bilassie has described 
negotiations with small operators 
as “satisfactory.” The minimum 
for journeymen in the smaller 
markets is $46 weekly. 

Blassie said the $10.45 increase 
now sought by chain store meat 
cutters represents a 16 per cent 
rise, as compared with a 25 per 
cent increase in the cost of living 
guoted by the union. 


“We have negotiated on a cost 
of living basis since 1941, but this 
time the chain stores refused to 
meet the figure, although offering 
no excuses,” Blassie observed. The 
union has pointed out that at San 
Francisco journeymen meat cut- 
ters in chain stores are paid $75 
for a five-day week and $96 for 
six days. Head meat cutters work- 
ing six days get $110, Blassie said.

Moss contended the rent control 
law cannot be enforced “any more 
than prohibition was,” adding “it 
is making liars and sneaks out of 
many people.” 

Shouts of applause brought an- 
other appeal for order and a re- 
quest that witnesses make no 
reference to “such things as Com- 
munism.” 

The appeal went unheeded, how- 
ever. A few minutes later, When

She said her family had . been 
evicted twice within six months 
by sale of property, and the 
owner of a new building not 
under rent control was charging 
her $135 a month for a _ two- 
bedroom apartment, at the same 
time requiring her to pay for 
heat, light and gas. 

Mrs. T. F. Mangson, 739 Leland 
avenue, University City, who de- 
scribed herself as a landlord, told 
the board she favored continua- 
tion of controls “with an inorease 
in rents.” , 

William Massingale, Negro Rep- 
resentative from the Eleventh 
District, told of housing condi- 
tions “with families up to 12 chil- 
dren” in the district east of Jef- 
ferson avenue along the Mill 
Creek Valley railroad area. Mas- 
singale, interrupted by catcalls, 
appealed to spectators to “listen 
to me as a human being.” 

“I’m speaking for families both 
white and Negro, who are finan- 
cially umable to buy homes; they 
need rent control and I’m for it,” 
he shouted.

Today’s decision was on an ap- 
peal by James F. Morris, Detroit 
trucker. He contended the United 
States Court of Appeals in Cincin- 
nati improperly ruled that inter- 
state driving must constitute a 
substantial part of an employe’s 
activities before the wage-hour ex- 
emption applies. The Court of Ap- 
peals said the “very small propor- 
tion” of such driving by Morris 
drivers did not meet that test. 
The Justice Department said less 
than 4 per cent of the trips made 
by Morris drivers in a year’s time 
were interstate hauling trips. 

The Supreme Court majority 
said that, though .the Morris em- 
ployes are exempt from the Wage- 
Hour act, they are subject to the 
ICC regulations governing maxi- 
mum hours of work for safety 
purposes only. There is a pro- 
vision in the ICC act enabling a 
trucker to ask for commission ex- 
emption when he engages in lim- 
ited interstate operations. The 
Court said that Morris, however, 
had not asked for this exemption. 

In another action the court 
formally gave the Federal Gov- 
ernment permission to voice its 
opposition to restrictive real estate 
covenants which bar racial minori- 
ties from owning or renting pri- 
vate property. The court soon will 
hear three cases involving such 
covenants in St. Louis, Washing- 
ton and Detroit. It granted At- 
torney General] Clark one hour to 
present’ the’ government's argu- 
ments that the agreements violate 
civil rights and constitutional lib- 
erties.

Many districts have terms of eight 
months or less. 

The present so-called’ state 
equalization payment, one of the 
steps is distribution of state school 
funds, is based on minimum stand- 
ards of $750 a school year for an 
elementary school teaching unit of 
32 pupils or less, and $1000 for a 
high school teaching unit of 24 
pupils. The state pays the differ- 
ence between the amount raised 
by a local district through local 
taxes and the minimum standard 
of $750 or $1000. 


Under the plan proposed by the 
subcommittee the equalization 
payment would be replaced by an- 
nual allowances based on the pro- 
fessional qualifications of teach- 
ers. The proposed payments 
range from $1400 a school year 
for a teaching unit with a teacher 
having less than 60 hours of edu- 
cational credits, up to $2700 a 
year for a unit with a teacher 
holding a master’s degree in edu- 
cation, 

The subcommittee on teachers 
said salaries of teachers were too 
low, and that this had been a 
source of difficulty in recruiting 
teachers for the schools. 

It recommended that control of 
the issuance of teaching certifi- 
cates be placed in the State De- 
partment of Education. Certifica- 
tion of teachers now is scattered 
among the 114 county superin- 
tendents, the Boards of Education 
of St. Louis and Kansas City, the 
University of Missouri and five 
State teacher colleges,

NEW YORK, Nov. 17 (AP)-- 
Some 150,000 men’s clothing work- 
ers, covering 95 per cent of the 
workers in the industry, have been 
granted an hourly wage increase 
of 12% cents and a second week’s 
vacation with paf. 

This was announced jointly yes- 
terday by the CIO Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers’ and the Cloth- 
Ing Manufacturers’ Association of 
the United States. 

Jacob 8S. Potofsky, president of 
‘tthe union, said the organization 
would not have pressed for a wage 
rise, which he described as a “cost 
of living adjustment only,” if the 
“abolition of the Office of Price 
Administration had not resulted 
in soaring prices in the past 
year.” 

He said the hourly rise com- 
pensated only for the increase in 
the cost of living since the last in- 
crease won by the union in No- 
vember 1945 and did not repre- 


sent any increase in real wages 
for the workers. 

He estimated the new benefits 
would lead in some instances to 
price rises of 85 cents to $1.50 on 
men’s suits. Manufacturers’ rep- 
resentatives said increased labor 
and other costs will in many in- 
stances result in a price rise ‘of 
$1 for men’s suits and other heavy

VISHINSKY SAYS 
U.S. AIMS REICH 
POLICY AT RUSSIA 


Asserts He Has Noted 
‘Frenzied’ Rise in Opin- 
ion in America for War 


Against U.S.S.R. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17 (AP) — 
Russian Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky says he has 
observed a “frenzied” upsurge of 
opinion favoring war with the So- 
viet Union, and that American pol- 


icles in Germany apparently are 
aimed at “preserving the remnants 
of Fascism” so that Germany “can 


be directed against Russia.” 

Vishinsky, his country’s chief 
delegate to the United Nations, ad- 
dressing a dinner given by the 
National Council of Soviet-Ameri- 
can Friendship last night, renewed 
his “warmongering” charges, and 
declared: 

“T have been here for two and a 
half months and I saw with my 
own eyes and heard with my own 
ears that there is a frenzied ideo- 
logical upsurge of public opinion 
in favor of war with Soviet Union. 
Under such conditions and activ- 
ities, the work of the council of 
American-Boviet friendship be- 
comes even more significant.” 


Dulles Statement Recalled. 

Discussing his charge that Amer- 
ican policy seems to be directed 
toward pitting Germany against 
Russia, Vishinsky said John Fos- 
ter Dulles, United States pemente 
to the U.N. General Assembly, was 
referring to this when he told the 
Assembly recently that the United 
States would not “retreat to the 
systems of Tehran, Yalta and 
Potsdam.” 

“I was amazed, because Tehran, 
Yalta and Potsdam are great, his- 
toric examples of co-operation 
against Fascism and for the de- 
fense of democracy,” Vishinsky 
said.

He de- 
clared in a speech at Milan the 
Government was toadying to “for- 
eigners” and was “allied to the 
neo-Fascists.” 

“All who think to recreate Fas- 
cism in Italy must take into ac- 
count the organized force of la- 
bor,” Togliatti said. 

Italian press dispatches mean- 
while, reported fresh disorders 
yesterday in several small com- 
munities in the vicinity of Rome, 
Siena and Venice. 

Rightist followers accused Com- 
munists of fomenting the disorders 
to embarrass the government.

These 
death duties explain why so many 
of the historic estates are being 
sold, and also why the very rich 
might as well live on their capital.

Rich Live Well.

one ounce of bacon a week (one 
rasher); five shell eggs a month, 
if they can be found; two ounces 
of cheese, three ounces of butter 
and a piece of meat the size of a 
lamb chop a week. 

Hotels and restaurants serve 
ceanente and filling meals but the 

st collect a cover charge from 
2 to 10 shillings per person. Steaks 
can be had in black market res- 
taurants. In their homes, clubs 
and in the restaurants the rich 
supplement their meals with ex- 
cellent and expensive wines and 
spirits. 

Violations of the, food rationing 
laws are a rare exception. En- 
forcement is universal and the 
penalties are stiff. Recently a 
vicar was arrested because he 
used 25 shell eggs in a catering 
venture. He should have .used 
dried eggs. The system has 
worked so well that J. B. Priestly, 
the left wing novelist and drama- 
tist, boasted that Britain had “the 
most equitable food system in the 
world, with nobody starving and 
nobody overeating.” 

There are two privileged groups 
in the country—mothers and chil- 
dren. Expectant mothers get ex- 
tra rations of milk, meat, eggs, 
dried eggs and vitamin foods. 
Children up to five years are giv- 
en extra‘allowances of milk, dried 
eggs and vitamin foods.“ The 
school leaving age was raised by 
the present Government from 14 
to 15 years although, when labor 
was badly needed, this meant a 
loss to the labor force of about 
700,000 youths this year. 

Besides extra rations for the 
youngest children, older children 
are provided school luncheons, 
some of them free. Shortly before 
the war 340,000 meals were served 
daily in the schools of England, 
Wales and Scotland. By June, 
‘1945, the coalition government had 
raised this number to 1,863,000, of 
which 249,500 were free. The La- 
bor Government has increased this 
program. 


Effect on Stature. 


Some anthropologists assert that 
if the mother and child care pro- 
gram is continued it will end the 
era of “little” and “big” English- 
men, just as wholesome, body- 
building foods in the United 
States have added stature to the 
children and grandchildren of im- 
migrants. The difference between 
“little” and “big” Englishmen is 
marked, especially in mining and 
industrial regions where prewar 
wages were low and the food was 
meager and monotonous.

tough and dangerous than ever 
before tackled by a world body,” 
Evatt told a small group of cor- 
respondents in an exclusive state- 

ment. 

They had sought his reply to 
the same four questions put to 
Andrei Y, Vishinsky in an unprec- 
edented informal interview in 
which the Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister outlined Russian opin- 
ions published in the Post-Dispatch 
Nov, 7, 

His Views Are Important. 

The Australian delegate’s views 
are radically optimistic in the 
light of turbulent events which 
have been alarming td many who 
followed the proceedings with ap- 
prehension. Their importance is 
emphasized because ‘Evatt is con- 
sidered the unofficial spokesman 
for so-called smaller members of 
the United Nations, unarmed with 
veto rights held by the five great 
powers. 

“In my view, this Assembly will 
be assessed in the future, not as 

a failure, but as a success,” Evatt 
sadkabad “The enemies of the 
United Nations spoke of it in Sep- 
tember as if it were dying on its 
feet. As a matter of fact, it” is 
only an infant, this United Na- 
tions—only two years old. 

“It is only a little child. There 
is no evidence of its dying. On 
the contrary, it is increasing in 
strength, influence and, may I 
add, lung power every day.” 
Recalling the deep gloom and 
pessimistic forecasts resulting 
from caustic and frequently vio- 
lent exchanges between delegates 
shortly after the current session 
opened Sept. 16, Evatt continued: 
“Accordingly, the professional 
Cassandras had predicted that it 
would split so wide this time that 
certain delegations would drop 
through the fissures. But the pre- 
diction has been falsified. In 
some respects, the opposite seems 
to have happened. Instead of dis- 
integration, there has been a grad- 
ual process of fusion. As usual, 
fusion is achieved after excessive 
heat.” 

In so speaking, the Australian 
Minister put into words a senti- 
ment increasingly noted, especially 
during the last two weeks, in 
United Nations quarters, Vituper- 
ative speeches have been softened. 
Grave differences, many of them 
as serious as at the beginning of 
the session, still exist, but debate 
has been on a different plane, 

Disputes Ironed Out. 

Almost like the proverbial lion 
and lamb, the Soviet Union and 
the United States have ironed out 
disputes on Palestine. The con-

Some informed observers were 
venturesome enough to predict the 
Soviet Union would cancel its 
threatened boycott of the “Little 
Assembly” if that organization was 
adequately attended and demon- 
strated its effectiveness.

Evatt added, however, that he 
was unable to reconcile Vishin- 
sky’s requirement for “mutual re- 
spect” between nations with Rus- 
sian insistence on excluding 
smaller Allied countries from the 
German peace negotiations.

Zealand and South Africa, is in- 
cluded, in those nations,” he con- 
tinued. “Since 1945, Australia has 
struggled for the right of real 
participation and fhe peacemak- 
ing, which is so essential to writ- 
ing a just peace and stabilizing 
the United Nations. It is utterly 
unjust that we should be excluded 
from any stage of peacemaking. 

“In other words, I say to Mr. 
Vishinsky that respect for other 
nations and their war effort must 
be really mutual. We respect the 
epic achievements of the Soviet 
Union. Let them respect ours. 

In a lighter vein, Evatt briefly 
discussed the last two questions, 
the first dealing with improve- 
ment of Soviet-American relations 
through “the media of public in- 
formation.” There was an old 
Georgian proverb that “neither 
the pot nor the kettle must call 
each other black,” he said, with- 
out alluding to Vishinsky’s incli- 
nation to quote Russian fables on 
the slightest provocation, 

He also recalled, in the same 
connection “a divine saying of a 
great Englishman” who said, ac- 
cording to Evatt, “the nobler a 
soul is, the more compassion it 
hath.” These sayings illustrated 
his point, he continued, that evi- 
dence of faults in the American 
press have been duplicated in 
charges against Russian publica- 
tions. 

“In my opinion, the General 
Assembly helps both the United 
States and the Soviet Union to 
co-operate,” he concluded, “Mu- 
tual understanding is not a mat- 
ter of speeches but of personal 
relationships, a deep sense of im- 
portance of all human .relation- 
ships, all adding up to -comrade- 
ship, not between abstract gov- 
ernmental agencies, but between 
living, sentimental human  be- 
ings.’

Vé@terans’ Committee anent Washington 
University's racial discrimination by 
pointing out the privately owned status 
of that institution. Right he is. Yes, 
Washington U. is privately owned and 
its extensive real estate holdings are 
tax-free notwithstanding, thereby add- 
ing to the burden of us all; and in this 
activity, it might be noted, the Negro 
brethren are permitted to participate. 

But isn't that “privately owned” tech- 
nicality a pretty shoéddy piece of goods 
to hide behind? Especially when Yale 
and Harvard,.for example, don’t seem 
to require such a dodge? me 


Is It Charity? 


How sins may be committed in sweet charity’s 
name is suggested by the statement—in a For- 
tune article condensed in today’s Mirror of Pub- 
lic Opinion—that current high income tax rates 
have produced about 10,000 “philanthropists.” 

These are taxpayers who have established 
foundations of one kind or another ostensibly for 
the eventual benefit of society but with the im- 
mediate effect of putting 15 per cent.of ‘their 
income beyond the reach of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. Annual gifts can make this 


‘ boon a perennial one, and much more substan- 


tial tax avoidances possible in connection 
with capital gains and in the event of death. 
Furthermore, there is no obligation to spend 
such gifts within any particular span of time. 
They can be legally kept within the control of 
the donor’s family—as in the cerse of the Ford 
Foundation which is cited by Fortune—and in at 
least one instance they have been used to pay 


*the donor’s wife a salary. Thus there is not 


only the possibility of assuring him of real, 
though not legal, control of such funds, but also 
of actually returning them, at least in part, to 
his pocket. : 

The possibility of abusing a device, of course, 
is not a conclusive argument against its utility. 
Many foundations and especially such large 
ones as were established by the elder Rockefel- 
ler and Andrew Carnegie—have been rich and 
genuine gifts to the American people. Schools, 
orphanages, hospitals; medical research centers 
and many other institutions are heavily indebted 
to them. 

Whether or not it is accepted as a binding 
moral principle, there can be only respect for 
Carnegie’s declaration that “the man who dies 
rich dies disgraced.” One may qyestion the 
wisdom of provisions such as that of the Duke 


Foundation that one-fifth of its income be set | 


aside until it equals the total bequest, preferring 
to this and even more detailed “dead hand” con- 
trols, the Rosenwald Fund stipulation that every 
penny of it be spent within 25 years of the 
founder’s death. 

Certainly he who tries to anticipate the needs 
of generations to come may make a bad guess 
and exasperafe the administrators of his be- 
quests. That such a foundation may outlive its 


usefulness is demonstrated here in St. Louis by . 


the Mullanphy fund for the benefit of indigent 
emigrants to the West. But if there fs a real 
charitable purpose ahd an actual setting aside 
of funds, what is involved here is only a ques- 
tion of the doubtful wisdom of trying to provide 
for future instead of current philanthropies. 

What is of urgent public concern is the possi- 
bility that some of the “foundations” which be- 
came so popular with the increasing of tax rates 
were not really established for philanthropic 
purposes at all, but merely as tax avoidance de- 
vices. If there is no genuine intention that such 
funds be used for the benefit of society, if 
through family control they are used only for 
private projects of doubtful public value, or if 
through such control they actually are used for 
business purposes, then they are morally wrong 
and ought not to be legally justified. 

As the federal law now stands, there is no 
way of making such a determination. In effect, 
the Government must take the word of a tax- 
payer that he has actually set aside a specified 
amount for a philanthropic purpose and that he 
means it to be spent eventually for that purpose. 

There are those who will argue that charity is 
a private matter, that it is not the Government’s 
business. But_is this argument really valid— 
since when one man is excused from paying a 
certain amount in taxes, this sum must be col- 
lected from the remaining taxpayers? Does fot 
the acceptance of tax exemption impose an obli- 
gation to show that it is justified? We certainly 
agree with the editors of Fortune when they say: 


A foundation receives its preferred tax 
treatment from society, and hence incurs a 
definite obligation to justify its public 


sanction. 

In other words, government is not .obliged— 
for charity’s sake—to condone crimes committed 
in charity’s name.

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The 1948 Lists Grow Apace 


The 1948 campaign lists are really beginning 
to blossom. On the Republican side, former 
Gov. Stassen of Minnesota has been an avowed 
candidate for many months. Senator Taft made 
it official a couple of weeks ago. Gov. Warren 
of California announced last week, and now Gen. 
MacArthur has tossed his dress cap into the 
ring with a “more leadership” letter which could 
have been sent to the MacArthur-for-President 
headquarters in Milwaukee for only one reason. 
Gov. Dewey of New York began running in 1940, 
speeded up in 1944 and now is dog-trotting to 
build up his wind. Counting in Gen. Eisenhower, 


. who is still Chief of Staff; the Republican field 


is already a large and varied one. 

In the nature of things, no such field will shape 
up for the Democrats for first place. The politi- 
cal tradition is for the party in power to renom- 
inate the incumbent. That means little or no 
opposition to Harry Truman. But the race for 
Vice President is opening up. D®wn in Panama 
City, Fla., Senator Pepper says that he will ac- 
cept second place on the ticket. That means he 
is Candidate No. 1 as Truman’s running mate. 
Who will liven up the Democratic side by step- 
ping up as Candidate No. 2? Don’t be bashful! 


= 
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Ships for Preparedness 

A committee appointed by President Truman 
recommends that the Government spend $600,- 
000,000 over a period of four years to build 46 
fast passenger ships. The committee recom- 
mends also that the Government start on a pro- 
gram of building fast tankers and cargo vessels. 

Why should the country need more ships, when 
it now has three or four times the tonnage it had 
at the beginning pf the war? By fat the great- 
er portion of our present tonnage consists of 
slow-moving Liberty ships. They did a job dur- 
ing the war, buf at terrific cost. Making only 11 
knots an hour, they are easy targets for subma- 
rines and bombers. As high as 90 per cent of 
some of the lend-lekse flotillas we sent up 
through the Norwegian Sea to Murmansk were 
knocked off by Nazi submarines and bombing 
planes. Losses of the C-2 cargo ships, capable 
of 21 knots, were substantially less. 

Experience supports the argument for ships 
for military preparedness. Our stinginess toward 


the merchant marine got us in trouble when war 


broke out in 1917 and in 1941. We should have 
learned the lesson by now. We should ask only 
that the program be set up in such a way as to 
protect the Government from a bilking by the 
shipping companies. In the light of the record, 
that will require considerable vigilance. 
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A Transition Cabinet? 

As food for’ starving Frenchmen rots in the 
strike-bound harbor of Marseilles, President 
Auriol calls on Paul Reynaud to form a new 
Cabinet. Thus the riot-and-strike tactics of the 
Communists push France further and further 
to the right. ‘ 

A cabinet headed by Reynaud probably will 
prove a transition to a Government headed by 
De ‘Gaulle, or at least dominated by his Rally 
of the French People. De Gaulle and Reynaud 
were extremely close before the war. Reynaud 
was the politician through whom De Gaulle, the 
military man, tried to overcome the policies of 
Maginot-minded Generals like Gamelin and Wey- 
gand. 

In the postwar period, Reynaud has until re- 
cently been cool to De Gaulle. Last spring he 
referred to De Gaulle’s political maneuvers as 


the “pathetically naive effort of a good patriot . 
‘who knows nothing about practical politics.” But 


lately he has been negotiating with De Gaulle for 
support in forming a new Cabinet. The French 
municipal elections proved De Gaulle less naive 
than Reynaud had thought. 

Reynaud, it is true, botched the armistice with 
Germany in 1940. But his record before that 
was good,. He not only fought the Brahmins of 
the general staff for a mechanized army. He 
sided with Britain and opposed Laval over Mus- 
solini and Abyssinia. He argued for immediate 
action when the Germans marched into the 
Rhineland in 1936, He denounced the surrender 
of Chamberlain and Daladier at Munich. 

He showed courage and realism, and these 
qualities should stand him and France in good 
stead now. 
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Fly Away With Us, Lucille 

The flying automobile strikes a medium, but 
only experience will show whether it is happy. 
Offhand we do not think of any combination that 
could: be more lethal if wrongly used, unless it 
would be a combined lipstick and revolver. 

Already there is a tendency among some au- 
tomobile drivers, under given circumstances, to 
regard their vehicle as built for flight. A sim- 
ilar trend among flyers of the buzz variety is 
based on the premise that an airplane can darn 
near fly on the ground. The flying automobile 
should be carefully kept away from both—but 
so, for that matter, should automobiles and air- 


planes. 
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Officialdom at Its Worst 


The facts in the immigration rumpus over 
Betty Mather, 26-year-old wife of an Australian 
nuclear physicist working at Washington Univer- 
sity, are simple. Mr. Mather came to this coun- 
try on a student’s visa 14 months ago. When 
Mrs. Mather, who is a nurse, could not get a 
student’s visa, she remained in Australia. 

Eight months ago, she obtain a visitor’s visa 
and came on to join her husband. In St. Louis, 
she learned of the shortage of nurses and when 
she was urged to do so by staff members, she 
went to work as a nurse at Barnes Hospital to 
relieve, to that extent, the acute lack of help. 
She so informed the immigration office in St. 
Louis. | 

Six months pass. Then Mrs. Mather is ar- 
rested for violating her visitor's visa, She is 
ordered to the Federal Building and served with 
a warrant charging breach of the immigration 
laws. Charles A. Ramsey, head of the immigra- 
tion office, says she “will have an opportunity to 
present her side.” 

The official handling of this case has all the 
heavy-handedness that so often goes with bu- 
reaucracy. Nothing is done for months. Then 
out of a clear sky comes anvarrest. Mrs. Mather 
is penalized for helping out a hospital in dis- 
tress. The American Government is made to 
look ridiculous and American citizens are em- 


: barrassed, 


If Mr. and Mrs. Mather are distressed, it may 
reassure them to know that many people are 
equally disturbed. The very first thing Immi- 
gration Officer Ramsey should have done was to 
check with our consul in Adelaide and find out 
if Mrs. Mather was advised that her visitor’s 
visa could be changed to a student's visa. Since 
he has not done it before, he should do it forth- 
with by cable. Then arrangements shduld be 
made to permit these visitors to continue their 
temporary and useful work in this community. 
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Dollars, Also Truth 


If Congress approves aid to Europe, it should 
also make sure that Europeans are fully informed 
about American purposes. Otherwise, as Sumner 
Welles warns, the superior force of Russian 
propaganda may win its objective. It may wreck, 
or at least gravely impair, the Marshall plan. 

So far, the United States is miserably losing 
this war of ideas, because the Russian forces 
outnumber American forces many times over. 
In France, for example, more than 1500 “Franco- 
Soviet Friendship” centers pour out the familiar 
Moscow charges that the United States is trying 
to dominate the world and bring on another war. 


Against that many-armed monster of falsehood, | 


the United States has only a small, budget-pinched 
information office in Paris. In consequence, Mr. 
Welles finds that anti-American feeling in France 
is “more bitter, and more widespread, than ever 
before.” For the same reason, American popu- 
larity is waning elsewhere in Western Europe. 
“The Big Lie,” Mr. Welles writes, “will pre- 
vail unless the truth igs-made available’”—and 
under present conditions, “the only possible anti- 
dote is the Voice of America.” An economy- 


minded Congress meat-axed this information pro- . 


gram. It was bad economy then. It may prove 
disastrous unless ample funds are _ restored 
promptly. American truth is a necessary com- 
panion of American dollars. The special session

When Philanthropy Pays Off

. Charitable foundations have become big business in America, arti- 

cle says; income taxes play as much part as benevolence; some 
" - 10,000 philanthropists have founded trusts; these enjoy tax exemp- 
tions and also help to retain industrial control in one family. 


From Fortune 


It is one thing to be told you must give 
your money away, and quite another to do 
so of your own free will. One is taxation, 
the other philanthropy. 


Although the philanthropic impulse, like 
human nature, is immutable, it reacts to 
external influences. These influences to- 
day happen to be progressive surtaxes and 
fixed exemptions for charitable contribu- 
tions, and some 10,000 philanthropists have 
reacted to them by establishing trusts and 
foundations large and small. 


Representative of the new foundations, 
in everything except size, is the Ford 
Foundation. When old Henry Ford died in 
April, no one was greatly surprised to find 
that he, like Edsel before him, had given 
all his non-voting Ford stock to the family 
fund, Edsel had thereby reduced his tax- 
able estate almost 95 per cent and passed 
on to his widow and children only his vot- 


’ ing stock (only 5 per cent of the 3,450,000 


Ford shares have voting power.) 


A Big Question Mark 


About the Ford Foundation itself little is 
known. It was established in 1936 “for 
scientific, educational and charitable pur- 
poses for the public welfare”; it supports 
Greenfield Village and the Edison Institute 
(both Ford museum interests), and the 
Henry Ford Hospital in Detroit; it listed 
its assets as of 1946 at $109,000,000 and dis- 
bursements since incorporation at around 
$14,000,000, 

Aside from these few facts and the pre- 
sumption that young Henry will eventually 
do something about it, the Ford Founda- 
tion is a large question mark, It publishes 
no annual report, divulges little informa- 
tion about income or expenditures. 


In this at least it is typical of most of its 
contemporaries, It is typical in another re- 
spect: Thanks to the Ford Foundation, 
control of the Ford company will remain 
where old Henry always intended that it 
should—right in the Ford family. 


In the broad sense that they represent 
the application of private capital to publit 
good, foundations are as old as history. 
Plato endowed his famous academy with 
the income from,farm lands, the Ptolemies 
their library at Alexandria, Pliny a school 
at Como. In the United States the founda- 
tion idea had taken firm root long before 
the inauguration of federal income taxa- 
tion, 


One Pocket to Another 


The latest report names 505 foundations 
having capital assets in excess of $650,000 
each, The Treasury Department estimates 
there are better than 10,000 organizations 
in the country today that can be classified 
as philanthropic foundations. 


The vast majority of these 10,000 are 
small, semi-anonymous entities established 
by moderately althy individuals. In gen- 
eral, they have no administrative organiza- 
tion and no headquarters other than a law 
office or the donor’s business address. Very 
little is known about their assets, income 
or expenditures. 

The total amount constitutes only. a very 
small part of United States philanthropy, 
however. Of the estimated three billion 
dollars of annual! philanthropy in the United 
States, less than 3 per cent is accounted for 
by foundatiog expenditures, 


Although the statistical picture is exceed- 
ingly muddled, no such confusion exists 
about foundation causation. Income taxes 
are the chief concern of living donors. The 
law allows individual taxpayers to deduct 
up to 15 per cent of their adjusted gross 
income for charitable contributions. 


By using the foundation device an in- 
dividual puts up to 15 per cent of his in- 
come into his philanthropic pocketbook— 
the foundation that he controls—and he has 
fulfilled the legal obligation of parting with 
the money. ' 


In Case of Death or Taxes 


Once the money is in the foundation, the 
foundation is under no obligation to dis- 
pose of it within any time limit. Indeed, 
the general practice is to leave the prin- 
cipal intact and spend only the income. 


When death comes, the wealthy who have 
tilted with the tax collector all their lives 
can elude him once more. Estate taxes will 
take up to 77 per cent of estate wealth, and 
gift taxes (75 per cent of the estate rates) 
prevent wealthy persons from circumvent- 
ing the death levy, You can’t take it with 
you, nor can you leave an awful lot to your 
relatives, but you can leave it to charity, 


Real estate taxes have affected founda- 
tions almost as much as federal income 
taxes. Business organizations, sick of pay- 
ing high realty taxes, have found it cheaper 
to sell their fixed assets to tax-exompt in- 
stitutions and then lease them back again. 
Allied Stores, Gimbel Brothers, Lit Brothers 
of Philadelphia and many other big firms 
have already sold their fixed plant to 
eleemosynary institutions. | 


Much fuss has been made about how 
foundations employ their capital, once ac- 
quired, Like co-operatives and other ex- 
empt. organizations, they have competed 
with tax-paying business concerns, which 
have been most articulate in objecting to 
the competitive advantage enjoyed by ‘the 
exempt organizations, , 


Why They Are Secretive 


Another oft-voiced criticism is that the 
family foundations in particular are sus- 
piciously secretive. There are several un- 
derstandable reasons for the silence that 
most foundations maintain. The reason 
most often given is that any publicity 
means a deluge of requests for grants. An- 
other is quite simply the feeling that their 
finances are nobody’s business. A _ third, 
perhaps, is fear of public censure, 


Whatever the reasons, however, such ret- 
icence cannot be justified rationally. A 
foundation receives its preferred tax treat- 
ment from society, and hence incurs a 
definite obligation to justify its public 
sanction. 

The large foundations have in general 
recognized this moral obligation, and they 
have long made it a practice to publish de- 
tailed annual reports. There seems to be 
no valid reason why the small ones should 
not do likewise,

Corcoran Is Target. 

Hogan specifically was gunning

Blaming Corcoran for starting 
rumors of both his purported en- 
mity toward Dudley and his peeve 
at Nelson, Hogan challenged Cor- 
coran by telephone to meet him 
face-to-face here.

1. Permanently higher wages. 
Today the average hourly wage 
in factories is $1.25, double 1930's. 
Wages don’t have much “give” to 
them. Workers are banded to- 
gether in powerful labor unions, 
are in a position to resist cuts. 
This rigidifies all ¢osts—trans- 
portation, raw materials, manu- 
facturing, and distribution. 

2. Permanently higher farm 
prices. Here the basic factor is 
the tie-in of farm prices to urban 
prices—by Congressional action, 
This puts a floor under farm price 
declines. Higher costs also are at 
work, Fertilizer prices are up 
about a third and farm machinery 
about a quarter since 1939. Agri- 
cultural wage rates are more than 
three times what they were in 
1939. 

3. Permanently higher federal 
taxes, which enter into the final 
price of goods. For example, 
corporation and excise taxes now 
run to 15 billion dollars a year. 
That is as against three billion in 
1939 and two billion in 1929, 


4, The custom of corporations to 
establish prices based on .long- 
term ‘wage-cost relationships, 
rather than immediate supply and 
demand, These policies are 
abetted by fair-trade laws, which 
permit manufacturers to set re- 
tail prices which storekeepers 
must adhere to. 

In effect, costs have become in- 
stitutionalized. As a result, the 
United States is on a permanently 
higher price plateau, Sure, some 
time we'll have @ price break.

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POSSIBLY each man clearly reflects himself 
in his own voice but I doubt it. Each of these 
public figures is so imbedded in our personal

Those “crisp, commanding overtones” of Mac- 
Arthur's, for instance. Are they really in the 
voice or only in Coar’s mind? 

Having tried: it several times, I’ve found that 
it’s almost impossible to separate a voice from 
what the voice is saying. Stassen, you'll. notice, 
is unique in two respects on this list. He is the 
only man who does not hold public office and 
he’s also the only one rated as “direct.” I think 
this is quite understandable. Stassen is the only’ 
one of the seven who can afford to be “direct” 
right now; he doesn’t have to equivocate, he

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Leader in Boy Scout Work for 37 Years 


Charles A. Kelso, Considered Dean 
of His Field in United States, Has 
Continued With Same Troop and Same 
Meeting Place During Entire Career 


By Clarissa Start 


HARLES A. “BUCKY” KELSO 
was sitting in the lobby of a 
City hotel recently 
when a tall and portly gentleman 
approached him and ed if he 
happened to be ae St. Louis scout- 
master named Kelso. Kelso nod- 
ded, but continued to look at the 
man without recognition. 

“Buck, don’t you remember 
me?” the man asked. “I’m little 
Bobby Morrison.” 

“Little Bobby Morrison, one of 
my Boy Scouts of years past,” 
Kelso chuckles, “ts now 6 feet 4 
and the manager of an automobile 
agency in Kansas City.” 


Encounters such as these are 
typical of the travels of Bucky 
Kelso, a safety engineer, for he 
has been a Boy Scout leader for 
37 years, and is considered the 
dean of Scout leaders in the en- 
tire United States, Active in the 
organization since it was first es- 
tablished in 1910 and before that 
in the Boys’ Brigade here and in 
his native Scotland, Bucky is one 
of two men to wear the numeral 
“35” on his uniform, symbol of 35 
years’ service, and the only one 
to continue with the same troop in 
the samo meeting place; in his 
case, Troop 55 at the Cote Bril- 
liante Presbyterian Church, 4681 
Labadie avenue in North St. Louis, 


“I’m not wishing to be bragga- 
docio, y’know,” Kelso says in his 
wonderful rich and rolling brogue 
which time has done little to di- 
lute, “but I am proud of my rec- 
ord, ,It’s no special credit to me 
personally. I just love to work 
with boys, and it is a way of keep- 
ing yourself young. It’s the psy- 
chology of the situation — being 
with boys, getting their slant on 
life—that gives you a boy's atti- 
tude, not a kiddish attitude but a 
boyish one.” 

Whether it’s the psychology or 
the outdoor exercise, Scouting has 
done a good job of keeping Kel- 
so young and fit. At 64, he’s en- 
ergetic and quick-moving, and can 
still do a Highland fling. Born in 
Greenoch, Scotland, he came to 
this country in 1906. 

“T'd been interested in Boys’ 
Brigade work in the old country,” 
he says, “and in 1907, ’08 and ’09, 
I worked with.the Boys’ Brigade 

ere. Then in 1910, when the 

oys’ Brigade changed over to the 
Boy Scouts, which had just been 
organized, I changed over, too.” 

Kelso has pictures of his early 
St. Louis Scout troops, little boys 
in knickers, caps and high collars, 
riding in horse-drawn buggies, and 
out on hikes, “'’way out in the 
country, about where Skinker is 
now.” . 

It was in these early days that 
he acquired hig nickname. 

“They suggested to us that each 
Scoutmaster take a nickname, 
preferably an Indian one,” he re- 
calls. “I had a friend, Buckskin 
Charlie, a real Indian, so I asked 
him if I could adopt his name, 
singe my first name was Charlie, 
too. He said I could, so I became

skin,’ so I’ve been just ‘Bucky’ to 
them ever since.” 


Kelso was one of the men who 
opened the Irondale reservation 
for Boy Scouts. It was during the 
second summer there—the long- 
ago summer of 1914—that Kelso, 
who was always a “wireless bug,” 
took his homemade radio set with 
him and picked up a startling bit 
of news. 


“Over the air it came, click- 
click-click, from Arlington, Va.,” 
he said. “England had just de- 
‘clared war on Germany. I made 
placards of the news and wanted 
to take them all over town, but 
they wouldn’t let me do it until 
the 11 o’clock train came in con- 
firming the news. But I was still 
the first to tell Ironton about 
World War I.” 

Always a.radio pioneer, even to 
the present time with a television 
set he made himself, Kelso’s inter- 
est in the subject extends back to 
his days in the old country when 
he was in the. British army, His 
captain, interested in encouraging 
his research, applied for an appor- 


tionment to develop wireless. A 
negative report came back with 
the explanatory message: “Wire- 
less not considered practical for 
army use.”

Kelso cannot begin to recall the 
Many boys he’s had in his troop, 
who have become prominent in 
adult life, though he can go 
through the yellowing snapshots 
and tell you that this freckle-faced 
boy is now an officer’ in a big 
insurance firm, and this snub- 
nosed one is now a national Scout 
executive in ‘the east. Former 
Postmaster General Bob Hanne- 
gan was one of Bucky’s Scouts, 
and his name, along with that of 
his brother Walter, is on the silver 
cup won by Troop 55 in 1916 in 
a swiming contest held at Delmar 
Gardens, 

There are 16 boys in Troop 55 
now, but in former days when 
there were only two troops in 
North St. Louis, there were as 
Many as 126 with five assistant 
scoutmasters. Kelso has one as- 
sistant now, Richard O. Swope,

Scouts under Kelso. 

“We've got a little girl who's a 
Girl Scout and a new baby boy,” 
Swope says with a grin, “I don't 
know if I can stay in Scouting 
long enough to bring him into it 
or not.” 

As difficult to calculate as ‘the 
number of boys he’s trained is 
the number of hours Kelso has 
given to Scouting. However, all 
Scout volunteers, of which there 
are 5867 in St. Louis for the 18,- 
759 youths, give a minimum of 
50 nights a year. In addition 
most of them, like Kelso, spend 
another evening a week—two to 
five hours on Wednesday night is 
his schedule—training boys for 
radio, electric, or safety merit 
badges, plus training for the an- 
nual circus, plus two weeks at 
camp each summer, and other out- 
ings. 

“And Buck really knows how to 
handle the kids,” Swope declares. 
“You have to play with them, 
bawl them out, and then forget 
about it the next time.” 

Swope likes to recall how early 
Scout troops would play pranks 
on their Scoutmaster, such as the 
time-honored: tying of a bucket 
of water over the front door, and 
the one-time raiding of all the 
desserts from the mess kit by 
12 of 30 boys on a camping trip. 
But their Scout’s Honor had been 
so firmly instilled in. the boys, 
Swope also recalls, that when 
Bucky called the 30 around him 
the next morning and asked that 
the guilty. ones step forward for 


punishment, all 12 unhesitatingly 
stepped up. 

Four of Buck’s present scouts, 
young “Red” Swope, Don Rice, 
Emil “Bumps” Haller, and Joe 
Sinopole assured us solemnly that 
Buck is “one swell guy.” Like the 
others in the troop, they wear 
Scotch. plaid mneckerchiefs for 
Bucky “and find one of the best 
things about belonging to Troop 
55 is the number of variety of 
fascinating hobbies which their 
leader has, Besides radio work— 
Bucky was. receiving television 
broadcasts as early as 1927, still 
experiments with television, and 
builds small portable radio sets 
which he gives to blind persons— 
he also has a woodworking shop 
where something is always in 
progress, and a telescope for 
which he grinds his own lenses, 
and which is brought out for 
astronomy study on clear nights. 


Holder of the Silver Beaver em- 
blem, and a major participant in 
the recent ceremonies at which 
the first University of Scouting 
was established, Kelso has also 
been a Sunday school teacher at 
Cote Brilliante Presbyterian 
church for many years. He has a 
daughter, Beth, and lives at 4769 
Labadie avenue. 

“The best thing about the Kelso 
family is the way this house has 
been open to the boys for years,” 
Swope says. “Boys can come in at 
any time any day or night. Mrs. 
Kelso deserves just as much credit 
as Buck does; she’s a good Scout, 
too,”

I am still honorary chairman of 
Yugoslav Relief, which supplies 
medical aid and extra food not 
available in Yugoslavia in suffi- 
cient quantities—such as dried 
milk for Yugoslav children and 
women. It is a new idea to me, 
however, that radar is being used 
as a commodity for children! A 
radio report, I am told, stated 
that this committee was supply- 
ing radar equipment. But the 
committee promptly denied it— 
and I am inclined to believe it 
would be extremely difficult for 
any -committee, 
has to submit to a certain amount 
of government inspection, to send 
anything out at this time without 
the proper permission.

IT HAS ALSO been suggested 
to me at various times that one 
should not be interested in ship- 
ments of any kind to Yugoslavia. 
I do not agree with this. The 
present economic condition in Yu- 
goslavia has certainly been made 
more acute by that country’s par- 
ticipation in the war against Ger- 
many. The Yugoslavs fought very 
effectively, and at a time when 
the Allies needed their help, This 
kept a good many German troops

Yugoslavia was occupied and 
devastated.

certain forces within the country 
disliked and feared the Partisans 
and their leader, Marshal Tito, 
even more than they feared the 
Germans, and there were  in- 
stances when one group of people 
killed another group within their 
own country, This took on the 
aspects at times of a division on 
both racial and religious lines, and 
as a result it led to bitter feeling 
which even today involves both 
racial and, religious groups. 

When feelings of ‘this kind are 
stirred up, it takes a long time 
to reunite a whole country. But 
women and children, who suffer 
most because of the war, are en- 
titled to our help in recognition 
of the fact that the Partisans 
under Tito did not collaborate 
with the Germans, and did render 
the Allies great service.

IT SEEMS IMPORTANT to me 
to remember that, whether we 
like the political aspects of gov- 
ernments in other countries or 
not, we should respect those coun- 
tries if the governments genuinely 
represent the will of the people 
concerned. It might be well to 
recall that there was a time when 
our Government in the United 
States was not looked upon with 
much favor by the well-established 
and conservative countries of the 
world of the 1700s. 

Moreover, refusal to render aid 
to other nations which will keep 
their people alive and help them 
re-establish themselves on a 
healthy economic basis, seems to 
me a short-sighted policy.

means that they are affected dif- 
ferently than most people, and as 
a result of the drug they may ex- 
perience ringing in the ears, deaf- 
ness, dizziness and occasionally 
vigual changes. Although... the 
heart is not affected normally, in 
those individuals with an _  idio- 
syncracy to aspirin a rapid pulse 
may also occur. These changes 
quickly disappear if the drug is 
promptly stopped. 

Question: “I am troubled with 
varicose veins. I have heard of 
two methods of treatment—in- 
jection and ligation. Ligation 
terrifies me, but I don’t under- 
stand how injection could cor- 
rect the unsightly appearance of 
raised surface veins. Could you 
explain the methods and possible 
results 7?” 


Answer: As a general rule, if 
these are varicose veins above the 
knee, ligation in the groin area is 

visable. Ligation is the name 
applied to the tying off of the 
vein. Injection along with this 
ligation may or may not be. nec- 
essary. If the varicose veins are 
below the knees only, injections 
alone usually suffice. Ligation 
stops the function of the vein in 
that no more blood flows through 
it. The material injected is of an 
irritating nature which produces:a 
blood clot in the vessel, which 
gradually shrinks and is replaced 
by scar tissue. This scarring and 
shrinkage of the vein makes it 
much less prominent, and in some 
cases obliterates it completely. 


The princple here is that the 


*| varicose veins which are a reser- 


voir for stagnant blood are shrunk 
and put out of commission, This 
allows the deeper veins, which 
usually are more healthy and nor- 
mal, to take over the function of 
the useless veins. After the vari- 
cose veins are corrected in this 
manner, they lose their unsightly 
appearance, Ulcers are much less 
likely to occur around the sites 
of the varicose veins, and ‘cramps,

Trim spinach and wash leaf by 
leaf in lukewarm water. Prepare 
a white sauce using three table- 
spoons of the butter, flour and 

milk. Then add cheese, stir until 
melted and keep hot over hot wa- 
ter. Heat the tomatoes to boil- 
ing. Add the remaining butter 
and more salt and pepper if de- 
sired and keep hot. Now add wa- 
ter and salt to spinach and boil 
rapidly, uncovered, Turning spin- 
ach over two or three times, cook 
until tender or for about eight 
minutes. Drain off water. There 
should be about three cups drained 
spinach. Add mare and pepper and 
toss to distribute seasoning. Poach 
the eggs while spinach is cooking 
and keep them hot. Arrange spin- 
ach in uniform layer on hot plat- 


ter. Cut toast in strips and dispose 
over spinach, Turn tomatoes care- 
fully over this and arrange eggs 
over top. Pour cheese sauce over 
all. Serve immediately. Serves 
four to five.
